days of the fair, and everything was 
read; to scoop the public, and inciden- 
tally fill the treasury of the managers 
of the fair. 


The show that yoar was really ia - 


manse, beyond question tho beat ever 
seen in Rockiughacu conbty. 
From 


across the river in Maine, from Kittery, 
Eliot, York and the Berwick*, the ex 
bibits of all kinds of farm produce were 
lavish and excellent, and a fall dozen 
"town reams" ofoxsn turned out on 
the track on the afturnoon of tbe first 
dar, not less than 20 yoke of oxen in 
aay town team. Tbe first day's receipts 
were phenomenal, and the management 
went to bed to dream pleasant dreams. 


Tbe second day opened with a cloudy 


sky, and by the middle of the forenoon, 
before tbe paying crowds commenced to 
arrive, tie rain was falling in tqrrenta. 
It foil harder and harder all through 
the day, and tbe paying crowds did not 
arrive at all. Neither could there be any 
races, none of tbe horses entered to race 
having records for swimming. 


The third day was worse than tbe sec- 


ond, for rain, nobody attended tbe 
fair, and tbe association was ruined. 


That was the last Rockingham county 


fair ever hold; but its promoters had at. 
leant the satisfaction th it they had 
smashed the Exotor ring, however much 
it had cost to smash it.

Johnny Benson, who was employed Jnst J 
summer in packing over the Chllkoot 
Pass: 


"I will tell you now that sold pale 


was discovered. That is, I will tell 
you the true story, and it includes the,, 
tale of a man who has a house full of 
gold; so much, in fact, that toe cannot 
move it, and dees cot dare to leave it 
His name is Kashf-s. asd be is a Lake 
Benneu Indian. The story was told me 
by his little brother, who came all :ha 
way up the great Yukon to get Kashes's 
relatives to go down to Klondike after 
his gold. The little brother cam^ up 
early last year, and had not the rush 
begun we would have gone down to 
Dawsoa after it. But it was a long 
way down to Dawson, and the Indians 
made lots of money on the trail last 
year. 
. "The discovery of the Klondike hap- 
pened so: Kashes, with his wile and 
their children, were down at Circle 


ity. Kashes 
got tired 
of working 


hard there with little to eat, and when 
spring came he said to his wife: 'We 
will go back to Lake Bennett' They 
started up the river and wenj; for sev- 
eral days. Then their provisions be- 
came scarce, and Kashes and his -wife 
went hunting. 
They 
went up the 


stream now called Klondike and about 
noon Kashea got thirsty. They were 
away up in the hills and a little 
stream was near. Kashes went over to 
the stream, got down on his knees 
and plunged his face into the ice-cold 
water. It tasted good. 


"'On opening his eyes he was so star- 


tled that he almost lost his balance 
and fell in. The creek was about two 
feet deep, being only a branch, of the 
big creek. He could see the bottom 
plainly, and it was covered all over 
with something red. Kashes had seen 
placer gold on the Stewart and Birch 
Creek bars. It looked the same, but 
never had te seen' so much of the pre- 
cious stuff. He pulled back the sleeve 
of his flannel shirt and dipped his 
band in.

Lake Bennett will go down and help 
him bring out his gold. He has got 
more than two millions in his little 
cabin back in the hills from the other 
miners. In fact, he has got so much 
that he has no idea how much he has."

At Apia, Blondin was an en- 
iign on the Trenton, and -was on board 
during the raging of the terrible hur- 
icane, when 126 were drowned. 
Possessing a girth-which correctly 


suggests a disposition so jovial as to 
make him- famous even among naval 
men. Blondin laughs at danger. When 
;he Trenton'was drifting from one reef 
:o another during that day of terrible 
suffering in Samoan waters, Blondin 
and his companions were clinging to 
he rigging, the ship, being water filled. 
"For sixteen hours," said Blondin, 


after he was safely ensconsed again in 
:he Bohemian club, "I momentarily ex- 
pected death, and, believing I had not 
:ong to live I tried to make the most of 
my remaining houra. I can tell you,If 
I had been drowned at Samoa, I would 
at least have been sure of a merry 
death." 


•After his miraculous rescue at Apia, 


although he had been drenched to the 
skin from 8 in the morning until mid- 
night, Blondin made no change of 
clothing before endeavoring to rescue 
his countrymen on the less fortunate 
Vandalia. He made but two requests 
—for a drink and a cigarette, and then 
spent all the next night and day in 
unremitting work for his companions 
in distress.

The clearing out of the old brick 


partition from the crypt of the Capi- 
tol, at Washingtin, which was begun 
some time ago, has been completed, 
and the whole place has been paint- 
ed. The effect is even more wonder- 
ful than it promised to be. I doubt 
if there is anything more impressive 
in the architecture of this Capitol City 
than 'is this crypt. It is solemnly, 
sombrely grand. Its grandeur dis- 
closed for the first time in twenty 
years, it seems as if it had just been 
dug from the earth, where it had laid 
buried since an age of architectural 
splendor. There 
i.s nothing ornate 


about it in color or form. It is simply 
a forest of perfectly 
plain columns 


standing close together and filling in 
an immense circle—as large as the 
rotunda above—the columns support- 
ing a network of interlacing arches. 
The intersecting arches make sharp 
angles, though the swell of each arch 
is full and round. The vaulted ceil- 
ing thus formed is low enough, to- 
gether with the short, thick columns, 
to give the chamber the appearance 
of great size and to render it grandly 
sombre. I believe it 
would be im- 


possible for any 
one to enter this 


crypt, as it now, is, its entire outline 
and proportion disclosed, for the first 
time without pausing at the entrance 
with a sense of awe and wonder.

Pack 
the butter product carefully and have 
It of a quality that will command at- 
tention in the market. Mark it.so that 
those who buy may know where it 
conies from and they will soon get in 
the habit of asking for it.

to be milked. It is better than having 
them chase one • another around the 
yard. 


Have tbe stable clean and have the 


cow clean or you can't get clean milk. 
Lime and whitewash for walls and 
pest's is a good thing. Land plaster is 
a good absorbent in the stable. 


Before commencing to milk, brush, all 


loose dirt from the sides and udder of 
the cow. 


After a little manipulation of the 


teats and udder, the milk is ready to 
"come down." 
Then is the time to 


take it and do not delay. 


Milk as, rapidly as possible without 


Irritating or worrying tne cow. ; 


No definite rule ''can, be given as to 


bow the teats .should be handled in 
milking, as cows differ and hands dif- 
fer so much; but be sure of one thing 
—please tbe cow if possible. 


There should always be a friendly 


feeling between the cow and the milk- 
er, and milkers should not be changed 
If it can be avoided. 


A cow will not "give down" her milk 


to a milker she nates or is afraid of, 
and what she does give will be deficient

Kciv ti«e for Sjkim 


A new product— a simple by-product 


—of the dairy is the manufacture of 
ilzmg to be used by the manufacturers/ 
cf paper, to put ..the glazing on paper, 
of fine quality. The practice hereto- 
fore in accomplishing this purpose has 
been to use a superior grade of glue 
with other compounds, but Jt has now 
beeit satisfactorily ascertained that a, 
touch better' and cheaper sizing is ob- 
tainable from skim milk. So trustwor- 
thy is the article in this application 
that a five-year contract is said to have 
been made by one concern to furnish 
the liquid to some large paper manu- 
facturers. The skim milk to be used 
in this way is put in a vat, treated with 
chemicals, and heated until curd is 
formed, the curd thea being washed, 
(pressed and conveyed to the headquar- 
ters plant; here It is ground fine and 
put in a large and improved drying 
kiln; where it is dried in about twelve 
hours, then oagged and is ready for 
shipment. 


Corn Fodder. 


Corn -fodder that is cut and left 


standing in the field is often greatly 
damaged because of the loose way in, 
which the shocks are bound. A handy 
and effective' way to draw the shock 
together for tying is to' take a strap 
and fasten an Jroa ring two or three 
inches in diameter to one end. By 
putting the strap around the shock 
near the middle and running the free 
end through, the ring, the shock can 
be brought to its smallest compass and" 
held there while additional layers are 
being put on. There is little difficulty 
in keeping fodder which is well tied, 
And this method insures tight, compact 
shocks that will stand wind and storm. 


Value of Milk. 


The value of milk to a farmer who 


is producing milk for the profit there 
is in it, is measuied by the difference 
between its cast of production and the 
income from its sale or use. -It is a 
fortunate thing for the ambitious 
dairyman that some of the most impor- 
tant conditions which influence th« 
cost of producing milk and affect its 
value when disposed of, are under his 
control. The dairyman who allows as 
few of them as possible to work 
against him is bound to succeed.

MUle_.41nir Variety Nnmc«. 


As a rule it is a good plan to let 


alone the varieties of fruits tliat are 
sent out under the enticing name of 
"overbearing." The term is misleading 
and can, only be applied, even partial- 
ly, to a few varieties, and those are 
mainly sorts that string the crop 
through the summer instead of ripen- 
ing it ats the regular season. Even 
these few^sorts are of little value, as 
hardly enough fruit is borne at any 
one time to pay for picking. It is pos- 
siblt to change the fruiting season of 
some berries to a certain extent when 
they show a tendency to fruit late in 
the fall on the canes of the present 
season's growth, by sacrificing tbe first 
or regular crop, 
This,, may -be done 


by tmtting down the 
plants" in the 


spring and allowing the new canes to 
fruit in the fall, just as the season 
of blooming with some flowering 
shrubs is'changed on the same plan 
The results will not be satisfactory, 


d'it is much better to stick to the 


plan of setting varieties that bloom at 
specified periods^ and allow them to 
bloom or fruit at such times, placing 
the "mam reliance on very early and 
veiy late* sorts. 


O»t« and PCM Aft«r Weed*. 


iThe plan of disposing of weeds in 


the vegetable garden and filling it with 
a (fall crop can be followed out on a 
larger scale in fields too large for 
vegetables and /too small for winter 
grains, by sowing oats and peas. Dur- 
ing a fairly cool fall this crop will 
gifow rapidly and make the best kind 
of late fall fodder for cows, fed green. 
It increases both flow <and Quality of 
milk, besides having the advantage of 
entirely crowding out any weeds that 
may starC Then the surplus from the 
vegetable garden and the orchard, some 
of it at least, ought to find Its- way to 
the caws, who, like,all grazing animals, 
delight in a variety, no matter how 
good the pasture may be. 
Try the 


plan of giving each animal a handful 
of cabbage leaves, apples, beets or even 
tomatoes each night before milking 
and they will show their appreciation 
in the flow of milk. 


Orchard and Garden. 


To '>h«ok growth in a tree trim 01 


prune it when it is in full leaf. 


The best time to manure raspberries 


is in the fall. 


Allowing the roots to dry out causes 


much loss in transplanting. 


All weak or unthrifty canes should 


be cut out from the raspberries. 


Whenever fresh manure is used on 


the orchard apply' it as a mulch. 


A few popular and productive varie- 


ties pay better than a large number. 


In pruning, cut all apples and other 


trees close. Such wounds heal soonest 
and make the healthiest trees. 


Never buy a large number of varie- 


ties for a strictly commercial orchard. 


Trees may- be transplanted many 


times after the wood has fully ripened. 


On many farms better health would 


bo maintained if more fruit were con- 
sumed.
